Until this danger point is 
removed it would be useless to open-the water- 
way for commerce. Colonel Goethals knows 
this, an!’ thaf is why he is now hesitating to 
announce authoritatively an opening date. 

No, device known to engineering having suc- 
eeeded in controling these erumbling hillsides, 
Goethals has decided that elimination of them is 
the only method and so they are going to wash of 
scale down the hills untit they are low enough to 
leave no danger such as now exists because of 
their height.

properly nature announces the fact by 
hunger for certain things in which we | 
are deficient or distaste for things on | 
which we are surfeited.
